“WILMINGTON — With the 
‘April 22 election date com- 
ing*-up, the race for two 
seats on the School Commit- 
tee is contested with six 
candidates running. Each

The last day to register to 
voté:in the upcoming elec- 
tion is April 3. 


STEPHEN BJORK 

Incumbent Stephen Bjork is 
running for re-election on the 
School Committee in the 
upcoming election “because 
three years ago, I was fortu- 
nate enough to be voted onto 
the Wilmington School Com- 
mittee. The impetus for my 
initial run was two-fold — I 
had been involved in the Wil- 
mington 4.0 Committee, 
which successfully promoted 
the passage of the current 
high school, and my family 
had recently welcomed four 
children who would be at- 
tending the school system.” 


He also stated that “I signed 
up to do a job, and there is 
still so much left to the task.” 

As a member of the com- 
mittee, Bjork serves as Vice 
Chair, is on several subcom- 
mittees, and has been on the 
negotiating team for multi- 
ple contract renewals. 

“I have endeavored to be 
approachable to residents, 
as well as to the faculty and 
staff of the district. I believe 
that I have kept an open 
mind and have listened to 
both sides of every issue 
we’ve been confronted with,” 
he said.

He also helped to imple- 
ment a focus on social emo- 
tional learning, was a mem- 
ber of the committee when 
the transition was made to 
the new high school midyear 
without missing a beat, was 
highly involved in helping the 
District Leadership Team in 
calming the district after the 
incident with the previous 
superintendent, and strongly 
advocated to bring back Jo- 
anne Benton as_ interim 
superintendent. 

“I was confident she could 
walk right in without any 
learning curve and that she 


would provide a calming 
effect for everyone employed 
in the district. My colleagues 
agreed, and it was the right 
decision,” he explained. 

Bjork stated that the main 
focus of the School Commit- 
tee at the moment is to find 
an interim superintendent 
and then to find a perma- 
nent superintendent. 

“We want to maintain high 
achievement during this time 
of transition,” he said. 

He also noted that there is 
a need to focus on special 
education right now. 

As for experience, he stated, 


“T have been on the commit- 
tee for three years and 
worked many, many hours. I 
know the district and have 
worked with the administra- 
tors, unions, and families of 
students. I will continue to 
devote my time to the better- 
ment of this town and thé 
school system.”

History: 


She knocked on the door and the Deacon took her in 


By LARZ F. NEILSON 


One of the more beautiful 
homes in Wilmington is the 
old Bell farm on Chestnut 
Street, built by Joseph Bell 
in 1831. He was a deacon in 
the Wilmington Congrega- 
tional Church. 

Joseph Bell was born in 
February 1800 to John and 
Sarah Bell. He and three sib- 
lings were baptized in Bur- 
lington on Dec. 11, 1803, eight 
days before the death of 
their mother. 

John Bell died in 1825, and 
his son Joseph inherited the 
farm. In 1831, he had a new 
house built, paying two men 
from Woburn $1,000 to build 
it, with him providing the 
materials. 

There is no record of a mar- 
riage, but he married a wo- 
man named Beulah. They 
had a daughter, Mary Eliza- 
beth, who died in 1846 at age 
19. It is possible that there 
were other children, since 
there is no record of Mary 
Elizabeth’s birth, only her 
death. There are records of 
other births in the early 1850s, 
to Joseph H. and Georgeanna 
Bell. Could that have been 
Deacon Bell’s son? Joseph H. 
clearly not the deacon, as 
these births took place about 
the same time as the births 
mentioned below. 

Beulah died on May 28, 1848 
at age 42.

In 1850, a young woman 
came up the road from Wo- 
burn, penniless. She was Eliza- 
beth Dearborn, 23 years old. 
She had come to Woburn from 
eastern New York, near Al- 
bany, although she was born in 
Northfield, N.H. She had an 
infant son named Rensselaer. 
Apparently she had been driv- 
en out of Woburn for reasons 
of morality. 

She knocked on the door of 
the Bell farmhouse, and Dea- 
con Bell took her in and gave 
her a home. Some of the 
neighbors, however, took a 
dim view of this arrangement 
and went to visit the deacon. 
They found the deacon in bed 
with the young woman. So 
they summoned a minister, 
Rev. Samuel Sewall of Bur- 
lington, and he married the 
couple. That marriage is re- 
corded in the Wilmington 
records on March 11, 1850. 

Rensselaer was raised with 
the family name of Bell. At 
the time of his death in 1912, 
his age was given as 63. He 
was apparently born on April 
13, 1849. 

Subsequently, they had two 
daughters. Mary was born on 
October 21, 1850, and Joseph- 
ene was born on June 25, 1852. 

Deacon Joseph Bell died on 
Jan. 8, 1869 at age 68 years, 
11 months. Elizabeth sur- 
vived him by nearly 40 years 
in the farmhouse, and it is 
said that she was much loved

Some years later, the farm 
was purchased for taxes =by. 
Millard and Ruby Pipes, who: 
had come down from Maine: 
They ran a dairy farm there 
for a quarter century, which 
they called the Bell Farm 
Dairy. The caps on the milk 
bottles had a bell for a logo, 
although that had nothing to 
do withthe name of the farm. 
The farm had fallen into dis- 
repair, and at one point, the 
barn collapsed. Pipes eventu- 
ally built a golf course on 
part of the farm, which he 
named the Garden of Eden 
Country Club. 

Pipes told the present own- 
ers that there had been a sui- 
cide in the farmhouse some 
years before he acquired it. 
The story was that family 
members in the kitchen had 
heard a bang, and thought it 
was a blanket chest lid clos- 
ing. When they went up- 
stairs, they realized that 
they had:heard a gunshot,’ 

Rev. Sewall, who wrote a 
history of Woburn, was: a 
descendant and namesake of 
Samuel Sewall, one of the 
judges at the Salem witch- 
craft trials in 1692. Judge 
Sewall, incidentally, held.

tor.” Eckhert wrote the play in 
2003 after researching Black- 
well’s life. 

“Her story just had to be told,” 
said Eckhert. 

The interest’ for” Eckhert™ in 
Blackwell grew out of a visit to 
Hobart College as her son was 
visiting prospective schools. Ho- 
bart was formerly Geneva Medi- 
cal College in upstate New York, 
where Blackwell was accepted 
as the first female student. The 
circumstances around her ac- 
ceptance make for an interest- 
ing twist in the play. 

A hall was named after Black- 
well, and Lynn, a physician her- 
self, set about to learn more. 
Using resources such as the 
Library of Congress, Eckhert 
had microfiche transferred to 
her local historical library which 
happened to be at Old Sturbridge 
Village in Massachusetts. She 


: McGaffigan has 
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spent hours researching Black- 
well and found inspiration for 
the play as she would take 
breaks, walking among the re- 
enactors at OSV. 

Through a friend at UMass 
Medical Center who was also a 
docent at OSV, Eckhert had the 
opportunity to speak with one of 
Blackwell’s living brothers, John 
Blackwell, and see Elizabeth’s 
original papers. This was an 
incredible privilege, she felt. 

Though she had no playwriting 
experience, Eckhert set about to 
write a play and enrolled in sum- 
mer courses to learn techniques. 
When her piece was read by an 
actor in a dramatic fashion, she 
knew instantly, as did others, 
that this was something that 
would be appealing. 

“Hearing the words read as a 
dramatic piece by a professional 
just made all the difference,” 


N 
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she said. 

Eckhert toured the country and 
performed the reading for near- 
ly 10 years. Others have picked it 
up and shared it at medical col- 
leges, conferences, forums, sév- 
eral of which have been grant- 
sponsored. Eckhert agreed to do 
the performance herself in 
Tewksbury as part of the Public 
Health Museum/Public Health 
Week activities. 

“Blackwell was such a pioneer. 
She was an independent woman 
who wanted to do something 
with her life. It was very out-of- 
step with the thinking of the 
day,” she said. 

Elizabeth Blackwell was com- 
mitted to teaching women to 
practice medicine and opened a 
medical school in England in 
1874. She later returned to open 
a clinic in New York. Her ac- 
complishments were significant

for her day, nee for any day, as 
a healthcare professional com- 
mitted to expanding the role of 
women in the field. 

She was an early skeptic of im- 
munizations and denounced the 
practice of vivisection for re- 
search. She was a staunch sup- 
porter of women’s rights and 
wanted to elevate education of 
personal care, and was interest- 
ed in sexually transmitted dis- 
eases. She felt men and women 
equally bore the responsibility 
for their passions, according to 
some online historical sources. 

For Eckhert, Blackwell’s life 
really “resonated” with her own. 
Eckhert is part of Partners 
Healthcare International where 
she is the Director of Academic 
Programs. She served as the 
first woman Chairperson of the 
UMass Medical Center Depart- 
ment of Family and Community 
Medicine for 15 years, and is pio- 
neer in her own right. 

She started a medical school in 
Lebanon, and has served as the 
chairwoman for numerous 
boards and commissions, includ- 
ing extensive tours abroad to 
Central America, Europe, the 
Middle East and beyond. Her 
resume is quite distinguished and 
she is active in her role promot- 
ing health professions education.

I’ve been on different commit- 
tees. I have a child in 3rd 
grade and one at Brookside. 
Tve seen what goes on in the 
schools as a substitute, so I’ve 
seen both the parent and the 
teacher side of it,” she said. 

On how she would help to 
make sure the School Com- 
mittee remains effective, Lar- 
genton stated, “I think we 
need to be more open with 
parents. The special educa- 
tion is poor, there are parents 
waiting on IEPs, and kids in 
special ed. need aid. I’m look- 
ing for more open communi- 
cation and to hold the super- 
intendent accountable. I want 
to make progress in a posi- 
tive way and leave behind the 
negativity.” 


SABRINA HEWITT 

School Committee candidate 
Sabrina Hewitt decided to run 
for a seat on the committee 
because of wanting to make a 
difference in the school sys- 
tem where she has friends 
and family with children. 

“I talked to Representative 
Jim Miceli and he said that 
the best way to make a dif- 
ference is to run. I’ve spent 
eight years working in help- 
ing people at group homes. 
Kids are our future and 
things need to change,” she 
said. “I want to look at bully- 
ing, the LGBT community 
needs a voice, teachers need 
respect, and kids need tools 
to do well. I’ve seen the 
teacher’s dedication, and 
they deserve acknowledge- 
ment.” 

Hewitt would like to find a 
superintendent who would 
benefit both the students and 
teachers as well as to get 
away from a focus on testing 
and make the students really 
want to learn. 

“We need a superintendent 
with the right mindset for 
kids that will benefit them. 
We need someone who will 
focus on the kids and do the 
job properly, who has the 
kids’ and teachers’ best inter- 
ests at heart. Great teachers 
help kids to think and to grow. 
I think we should get away 
from just focusing on testing 
and make them really want to 
learn and to grow, to encour- 
age them,” she explained. 

Top issues cited by Hewitt 
were that all children should 
be treated equally and feel 
safe in school and that teach- 
ers help the students to be 
the best they can be. 

“I want to help make it so 
kids in special education, kids 
who have autism, LGBT kids, 
and all students are treated 
the same, all kids should feel 
safe at school,” she said. “It’s 
also important to have teach- 
ers who understand and want 
to help kids with autism and 
make them know that they 
can do anything and make it 
so they have the best choices 
they can and be their best 
self. It’s a big job, and I think 
I can excel. I’d give it my full 
attention and do my best.” 

Hewitt would bring experi- 
ence in working with teens 
ages 14-17 at group homes as 
a counselor. 

“I have worked in group 
homes as a counselor for 
troubled teens ages 14-17 for 
eight years. I love it, I excel at 
it, and I help people to get 
what they need. There are 
autistic kids in my family, so 
I know what kids need. I have 
the ability to work with a 
team and make things hap- 
pen. I’m also good at keeping 
well documented information. 
I’m very friendly and hoping 
to work together for the chil- 
dren, I feel very strongly 
about helping,” she said. 


JENNIFER BRYSON 

School Committee candi- 
date Jennifer Bryson decided 
to run for election to the com- 
mittee this year because she 
is dedicated to strengthening 
education for all students. 

“T have devoted my entire 
career to teaching and lear- 
ning, and ensuring that all of 
our children are receiving an 
exemplary education. I taught 
second and third grade in 
Chelsea for 10 years in an 
inclusive classroom, and now 
serve on the faculty at Boston 
University's School of Edu- 
cation as the Program Di- 
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rector for Elementary Edu- 
cation and the Faculty Di- 
rector of Educator Prepara- 
tion,” she explained. “At BU I 
prepare future elementary 
teachers. I supervise and 
coach teachers in all subject 
areas, but literacy is my pri- 
mary focus. As a licensed lit- 
eracy specialist and coach, I 
teach literacy courses and 
provide professional develop- 
ment to school districts in lit- 
eracy curriculum and instruc- 
tion. I also tutor struggling 
readers in K-12 and work 
closely with parents as we 
work to meet the needs of 
their child. Additionally, I am 
currently completing my doc- 
torate in literacy and lan- 
guage education, where I re- 
search the importance of fam- 
ily involvement in schools.” 

Bryson and her husband 
moved to Wilmington in 2005 
and immediately appreciat- 
ed the community and resi- 
dents. 

“T knew this was the com- 
munity we should raise our 
children in.” 

The schools, athletic pro- 
grams, music and rts, 
thoughtful library program- 
ming and the sense of com- 
munity service were unlike 
anything they’d experienced 
before. 

“I became involved in the 
schools as soon as my daugh- 
ter, Hannah, began kinder- 
garten at Boutwell.” 

Bryson has served on the 
School Advisory Councils 
and Parent Advisory Coun- 
cils for both the Boutwell 
and Shawsheen Schools, has 
been very active in fundrais- 
ing for the Shawsheen and 
West PAC, and the annual 
trivia night has grown tre- 
mendously since they began 
in 2014. 

“This past year, we were 
sold out and made over 
$9,000,” she said. 

Now, Bryson is hoping to 
serve her community as a 
School Committee member. 

As a member of the com- 
mittee, Bryson would like to 
accomplish being a voice for 
parents and caregivers, mak- 
ing sure classrooms have 
what students need for a joy- 
ful and rigorous education, 
and addressing goals, poli- 
cies, budgets, and school 
improvement plans. 

“While my educational ex- 
pertise will guide me as a 
School Committee member, 
my ultimate goal is to be a 
voice for parents and care- 
givers in the important edu- 
cational decisions our com- 
munity must make. I will be 
available to all community 
members through email, 
phone and in-person meetings 
as I work to learn about the 
experiences and needs of all 
of our Wilmington children,” 
she said, “I want to guarantee 
that all of our classrooms 
have exemplary teaching, 
supportive learning environ- 
ments and most importantly, 
joyful and rigorous learning 
for our children.” 

Bryson stated that the 
three top responsibilities of a 
School Committee member 
are to hire and evaluate the 
superintendent, to approve 
the budget, and to determine 
and vote on policies. She 
then remarked on the depar- 
ture of former superintend- 
ent Mary DeLai. 

“Hiring and evaluating the 
superintendent is viewed by 
many as the most important 
role of the School Committee. 
In October of 2016, the School 
Committee accepted the res- 
ignation of our former Super- 
intendent Mary DeLai. Resi- 
dents of Wilmington were 
confused by the lack of trans- 
parency. I am confident that 
under the circumstances, our 
committee, our elected offi- 
cials, made decisions based 
on professional legal advice. 
Yet, there was a need for 
more transparency and clar- 
ity regarding the rationale 
behind the decisions,” she 
explained. 

“We can all agree that it was 
a difficult time for those of us 
who had students in the 
school system, but I was 
grateful for the talented 
teachers and school leaders 
who continued to provide 
strong instruction and main- 
tain a sense of community in 
the schools. Now is the time 
to look forward to the future 
while ensuring that nothing 
like this happens again. We 
are at a crossroads and I am 
confident that our School 


Committee is prioritizing the 
hiring of our next superin- 
tendent.” 

Experiences that Bryson 
would bring to the committee 
are experiences in hiring and 
evaluating, staffing courses, 
providing supervisors for stu- 
dent teachers, and selecting 
mentor teachers. 

“IT have served on search 
committees each year since 
beginning my work as a fac- 
ulty member at BU and have 
been the chair of two suc- 
cessful searches in the past 
two years,” she said. 

As a faculty member, Bry- 
son has experience review- 
ing school improvement 
plans, developing goals and 
creating action plans, devel- 
oping and reviewing budg- 
ets, providing the annual 
budget for her program at 
BU as well as writing and 
receiving grants requiring 
detailed budgets. 

“At BU, I serve on the 
Academic Advising Commit- 
tee and we are charged with 
determining and voting on 
new policies such as GPA re- 
quirements, syllabi state- 
ments, and graduation pre- 
requisites,” she explained. 

“I am hopeful to serve on 
the Wilmington School Com- 
mittee. I am confident that 
my educational expertise as a 
teacher, director of educator 
preparation at BU, commit- 
tee member at the Mas- 
sachusetts Department of 
Elementary and Secondary 
Education will provide the 
School Committee with a dif- 
ferent perspective on educa- 
tion,” Bryson said on what 
she would do to make sure the 
committee remains effective. 

“I also believe that my 
knowledge and experience as 
a parent of two children in 
our school system enables 
me to deeply understand 
family/caregiver concerns, 
questions and investment in 
providing an exemplary pub- 
lic education to all of our chil- 
dren in Wilmington.”

school year at a minimum. 

On Benton’s departure, 
School Committee Chair Ju- 
lie Broussard said, “The 
School Committee regrets 
that Superintendent Benton 
needs to resign. Mrs. Benton 
has graciously offered her 
support and guidance to our 
next superintendent. We are 
truly grateful for her care of 
and dedication to the stu- 
dents and staff of Wilmington 
Public Schools.” 

Moving on to speak about 
the superintendent ‘search, 
Broussard said, “Obviously 
we’ve got a priority to find a 
replacement as soon as possi- 
ble, so we’ve got the need for 
an interim at a minimum. As 
we had previously announ- 
ced, we had received a pretty 
good response to our posting 
for the permanent solution, 
the full-time superintendent, 
but we’re in a different place 
than we were two weeks ago. 
Thinking about it, even then 
we had discussed our time- 
frame and knowing that it 
would be awfully aggressive 
of us to try to name a perma- 
nent superintendent by the 
end of April.”

said, “I do think we need to 
shelve the permanent search 
at the moment and concen- 
trate on an interim. We’ve 
got to get that done sooner 
rather than later.” 

Committee member Vir- 
ginia Bonish agreed with 
Bjork stating, “We need to 
focus on getting a replace- 
ment right now rather than 
going back to the permanent 
search.” 

“By putting the brakes on 
the superintendent search it 
will allow us to be more 
effective and it’ll allow us 
that time to effectively and 
carefully look to our perma- 
nent leader,” added commit- 
tee member Mary Jane 
Byrnes. “I think although we 
had high aspirations, I think 
taking under consideration 
what unexpectedly has tran- 
spired, I, too, strongly feel 
that it serves our students 
and staff to focus on the 
interim with thoughts of 
next year as well.” 

Committee member Manny 
Mulas stated that he thought 
the timing of trying to fill 
the permanent position by 
the end of April was aggres- 
sive to begin with. 

“For us to try to go through 
an interim search and a full- 
time search, it would be 


almost a disservice to the 
town,” he said. “To be able to 
make the right decision and 
choose the right person, I 
think we move forward as' 
soon as possible with the 
interim and see where that: 
timing takes us and make 
those decisions as we get: 
there.” 

Committee member Mar-. 
garet Kane went on to ‘say. 
that though she had reached 
the point where she could no; 
longer participate in .the 
search due to having family 
working in the district, she 
trusts that the other commit: 
tee members will make the 
best decision going forward. ° 

“We’re really looking for 
the best interests of the town 
and we are seven individuals 
who are exactly that, individ- 
uals. We don’t all think alike 
on anything, but we all comé 
together and we put together:

Hull, BOS, say there’s 
nothing new to report 
with Ristuccia Rink saga

It‘ appears as 
Ristuccia Arena-Town of 
Wilmington saga will contin- 
ue. | 

During Monday night's 
Wilmington Board of 
Selectmen Meeting, Town 
Manager Jeff Hull stated 
that there is nothing new to 
report. 

“There really have not 
been: ‘any opportunities to 
resolve the current legal 
issue, It remains slated to go 
to court,” he said. “The par- 
ties to this point have not 
expressed any interest in. 
settling the matter. It’s pro- 
ceeding on its regular legal 
track, if you will. 

“Harly on the projection, 
or prospect, was suggested 
that if this runs its normal 
course through the court 
that’ a decision could be 
made sometime around the 
time: ; the lease expires, 
which is August of 2018. 
That’s somewhat specula- 
tive, It all depends upon how 
quickly the judge hears the 
case.and makes a decision, 
but: that’s really all we can 
report: at this point.” 

‘Back in June of 2015, 
Rotondo Enterprises, the 
current lessees of the Elinor 
M. Ristuccia Arena filed a 
preliminary injunction in 
Middlesex Superior Court in 
Woburn against owner 
Bernard Ristuccia, Jr. for 
the. purpose of preventing 
Ristuccia from selling the 
arena to the Town of 
Wilmington. Bob Rotondo, 
owner of Rotondo 
Enterprises, is also seeking 
to-purchase the rink. 

According to court docu- 
ments back in June of 2015, 
Rotondo has requested the 
court ° enter a Declaratory 
J udgment that Ristuccia has 
established an intention to 
sell “Ristuccia Arena and 


is -that Ristuccia has a duty to 
oa grant « “Rotondo a period of 
consideration, not to exceed 
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30 days, to purchase the 
Arena at the full price 
Ristuccia seeks. 

In a letter dated May 12th, 
2015, Rotondo offered $1.85 
million to purchase the rink. 

In a memo given to the 
Board of Selectmen during 
Monday's BOS Meeting, 
Hull stated that, “At the 
request of Chairman (Judy) 
O’Connell I have been asked 
to provide a status of litiga- 
tion involving the Ristuccia 
Rink and efforts to acquire 
the property. Unfortunately 
there has been no meaning- 
ful progress to report with 
respect to the litigation. 

“The Town has been suc- 
cessful in obtaining inter- 
venor status in the litigation 
which establishes the Town 
of Wilmington as a party to 
the litigation. As such, the 
Town would be a party to 
any settlement discussions. 
However, there has been no 
indication on the part of 
Rotondo Enterprises or 
Bernard Ristuccia that they 
are interested in entering 
into settlement discussions. 

“The litigation is proceed- 
ing on a customary schedule 
in terms of time. The origi- 
nal projection for the dura- 
tion of this case suggested 
the case could conclude with 
a court decision around the 
same time the current lease 
expires which is August of 
2018. However, it should be 
noted that the original time 
projection was just that and 
offered no guarantee that 
the case would be concluded 
by a date certain.” 

On December 4, 2014 at a 
Special Town Meeting, the 
Middle School Auditorium 
brought out 428 voters, the 
majority of whom felt that 
purchasing the Ristuccia 
Arena would be in the best 
interest of the community, 
particularly for 
Wilmington’s youth. The 
vote was an overwhelming 
371-7 in favor of the purchase 
and to authorize the Town to 
borrow $2,250,000 for that

BOSTON - When it comes 
to sports, Boston is perhaps 
best known for Red Sox 
baseball and the Boston 
Marathon, but on April 7-8 
there will be a different 
kind of athletic prowess on 


display. 
The International 
Professional Rodeo 


Association returns to the 
Boston metro after over a 
decade absence with the 
Boston Rodeo Frontier 
Days rodeo held at the 


Aleppo Shriners Auditorium 
in Wilmington. 
For Boston Rodeo 


Frontier Days Chairman 
Kenny Churchill, the event 
is not only a revitalization 
of a long history, it’s his 
hometown rodeo. The 
Boston native would attend 
the event in his younger 
days as a professional bull 
rider. And for spectators 
who went to the rodeo as 
children, it’s full circle 
entertainment as they now 
will be able to take their 
own children to see the top 
rodeo action in the north- 
east. 

“I grew up in Boston play- 
ing hockey, baseball, foot- 
ball, so for the rodeo to be 
almost in my hometown all 
those years was just a lot of 
fun for me, because a lot of 
times I was the local cow- 
boy,” Churchill laughed. 
“Boston isn’t known for 
rodeo, and the Shriners had 
[the rodeo] for about 30 
years. It was the big show in 
town. It was like the circus 
coming into town. All the 
families brought their kids 
to the rodeo. All the cow- 
boys looked forward to com- 
ing to the rodeo, because it 
was indoors. It had the 
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lounge inside with the coun- 
try bands, so it was a great 
atmosphere all the way 
around both for the cow- 
boys, the cowgirls, the spec- 
tators,” he said. 

Then because of changes 
with the logistics and the 
previous committee, the 
IPRA rodeo disappeared, 
but Churchill said he always 
wanted to see it return, and 
now he and his team are 
making sure that it does. 

Churchill cited co-chair- 
men locals Paul D’Amore 
and Pedro Pirez and the 
entire team of committee 
members for their help. In 
addition, the committee has 
the support of Painted Pony 
Championship Rodeo 
Company as the stock con- 
tractor and the Dodge 
Rodeo program and Pabst 
Blue Ribbon among other 
local corporate sponsors. 

In return for the support, 
Churchill and his team 
want the rodeo to be able to 
give back to the community, 
so they’ve teamed up with 4 
Paws for Ability, a non-prof- 
it organization that sup- 
ports families with children 
who have disabilities by 
training and placing service 
dogs with the children. A 
portion of the proceeds of 
the event will benefit the 
organization and also fund 
a partial scholarship for a 
local family to receive a 
service dog of their own.
